heart, tiiu name of Wtwdrrtw Witairt w«« nirttin rinvintr 


around the world today in an outpouring of tribute to a leader who 
had given life itself in service for mankind. 


Time was, not so long ago, when that name kindled the war- 


stricken millions of Europe to frantic hopes that the vision that 
fchoni1 before his eyes could be wrought in a world reborn to peace. 
Time was whc.n the tramp of armed*hosts on parade; the search ot 
tens of thousands straining to glimpse his erect figure greeted him 
in the great capitals of Europe, the world hung upon his word* 
as seldom if ever before upon the uttetttnee of any man. And yet. 
after another day, he will be laid to rest for a space in a. marble 
vault on the hills overlooking the city with naught but the brief 
ritual of the church to solemnize his entombment. The snouting 
and clamor ended for him and with it all the pomp and circumstance* 
uf gn-alness of place when the heavy burden of the presidency 
slipped from his tired shoulders nearly three years ago.
